| _..... tion; Your Pcritioner being there, was ins 
formed againſt by one Francis Fields and John Barnard for 
reading Your Majcſtics ſaid Proclamation , and fent for and 
dclivered to a Mcſcnger, and diſarmed to his great diſgrace 
in the preſence of his. own Souldicrs., and to the great diſ- 
heartning of rhe Countrey from Your Majcſtics ſervice ; 
which ſaid Proclamation was fleighted, and termed a ſediti- 
ous Pamphlct by Sir Chr:fopher 7 Pray, who called himſclfe 
Captain of the ſaid Company which your Petitioner com- 
mands undcr Your Majeſtie ; and rold the Souldiers he 
would live and dye with them, and would gladly know who 
durſt oppoſe th:ir proceedings: further ying, That he heard 
that the Earle of Zina/ey was to be there that day , whom he

would be glad to ſec, for they had a Meſſenger ready to re- 
ceive him. All that Your Petitioner was then charged with, 
was, that He had ſaid the day before, Thatthere was a brave” 
appcarance of the Trained Bands at Linco/ne of ſome fifteen. 
or ſixteen ; which was interpreted to be an affront tothcir 
proceedings, and was threatned to be further charged at 
Lowth the next day with bulineſſe of a high Nature, and to 
have witnefſes produced againſt him face to face; which ſaid 
witneſſes never appeared , your Petitioner being all this 
while under commitment contrary to Law, which being of. 
fered to. be argued in point of Law by Sir Gerwaſe Scroop in 
the b:zhalf of your Petitioner; It was anſwered by Sir (hri- 
fopher VV ray, That they came thither , neither to- diſpute the 
Law , nor to be taught the Law, nor did value the Law, but 
uſt obſerve the Oraers of the Houſe ; ſufficient Bayle being 
off: red was utterly refuſed, your Petitioner being till under 
commitment and commanded to wait their further pleaſures 
at Horne Caſile the next day ; where ,bcing able to prove no- 

thing againſt him, they rel:aſcd him. | 
Your Pctitioner therefore humbly defircth, That Your Ma. 
___ jeſtie would be gracioufly pleaſed to call theſe men to 
 anfwer their contempt againſt Your Majeſtic, and to 
make ſatisfation to your Petitioner for the injury and 
publique diſgrace, they have put upon him. :
